Watchdog Describes 
Youth Justice Need

‘There have been so many 
projects — with such relatively 
disappointing results.” 
This is the description of at­ 
tempts to deal with juvenile 
delinquency that is made by the 
chairman of the Marin County 
Juvenile 
Justice 
Commission, 
retired 
San 
Rafael 
attorney 
James D Adams. 


Not ready to give up. Adams 
is leading his commission to 
new studies of the problem 
while the commission acts as 
a watch dog over probation, 
placement, court procedures 
and other matters connected 
with juvenile justice in Marin 
County. 
' 


Adams, who was appointed to 
the commission by his longtime 
friend. 
Samuel W. 
Gardiner, 
judge of the juvenile court, has 
“ become hooked.'’ he says, on 
the field of juvenile problems 
He has gone to court to watch 
about 10(1 hearings for teen­ 
agers. 
“ Every one of them was in 


j trouble and every one was im­ 
mature 
to 
some 
extent 
or 
other.” Adams said. 


Although 
Adams 
made 
a 
career of the law and has 
great respect for government 
of law rather than of men. he 
feels 
that 
with 
youngsters 
rules and regulations are not 
necessarily the answer. 


“ Every one of them (teen­ 
agers in trouble i probably needs 
something pretty sepcial,” he 
said. 
“ I don't have the answers.” he 
added, but he does have “ one 
simple suggestion.” An increase 
in the number of foster homes 
available in Marin County would 
be beneficial, Adams thinks. 
At the present there are about 
40 such homes. 
Adams attended a conference 
this spring in Sacramento deal­ 
ing with juvenile delinquency, 
and he said ‘‘that all of the sug­ 
gestions that came from the 
conference dealt with enlisting 
community support 
and that: 
kind of thing.” 


“I felt that we already had 
community support and many 
organizations working in the 
field.” he said. “So the com­ 
mission 
is 
now 
trying 
to 
coordinate the work of the 
various groups.” 


Asked if these organizations 
had brought any decrease m the 
delinquency rate. Adams said. 
“ It s so very hard to tell. There 
are no good figures on the prob- 


j lem.” 
He explained that Marin Coun- j 
ty sends such a low number of 
delinquents to the California 
Youth Authority that the county 
I gets a rebate from the state. 
“ We keep our youngsters m 
the county,” he said. He does 


say. however, that there seems 
to have been a decrease in the 
percentage of violent crimes by 
youngsters. 
Whether this is due to pro­ 
grams in the county or because 
of other factors, Adams wasn't 
able to say. 


Marijuana is a big problem 
with teen-agers, he added, and 
apparently 
youngsters 
who 
have smoked marijuana are 
more likely to go “on a trip” 
than to do something violent. 


Adams quoted the Los Angeles 
police chief, who said that mari­ 
juana in his city was much more 
prevalent in well-to-do sections 
than in poorer ones. 
In the commission's search for 
answers in the tield of juvenile 
justice, members are assigned 
to the various aspects of the 
system beginning with “ intake ” 
Intake, as Adams describes it. 
is where a decision is made as 
to whether a youngster “ has to 
get into the machine.” He ex­

FRUSTRATING TASK 
Watchdog Describes 
Youth Justice Need

“ There have been so many 
projects — with such relatively 
disappointing results.” 
This is the description of at­ 
tempts to deal with juvenile 
delinquency that is made by the 
chairman of the Marin County 
Juvenile 
Justice 
Commission, 
retired 
San 
Rafael 
attorney 
James D Adams. 


Not ready to give up. Adams 
is leading his commission to 
new studies of the problem 
while the commission acts as 
a watch dog over probation, 
placement, court procedures 
and other matters connected 
with juvenile justice in Marin 
County. 
' 


Adams, who was appointed to 
the commission by his longtime 
friend. 
Samuel 
VV. 
Gardiner, 
judge of the juvenile court, has 
“ become hooked.” he says, on 
the field of juvenile problems 
lie has gone to court to watch 
about 
100 hearings for teen­ 
agers. 
“ Every one of them was in 
trouble and every one was im­ 
mature 
to 
some 
extent 
or 
other.” Adams said 


Although Adams 
made a 
career of the law and has 
great respect for government 
of law rather than of men, he 
feels 
that 
with 
youngsters 
rules and regulations are not 
necessarily the answer. 


“ Every one of them (teen­ 
agers in trouble ) probably needs 
something pretty sepcial ” he 
said. 
“ I don't have the answers.” he 
added, but he does have “ one 
simple suggestion ” An increase 
in the number of foster homes 
available in Marin County would 
be beneficial. Adams thinks 
At the present there are about 
40 such homes. 
Adams attended a conference 
this spring in Sacramento deal­ 
ing with juvenile delinquency, 
and he said “ that all of the sug­ 
gestions that came from the 
conference dealt with enlisting 
community support 
and that I 
kind of thing.” 


“ I felt that we already had 
community support and man\ 
organizations working in the 
field.” he said. “ So the com­ 
mission 
is 
now 
trying 
to 
(Hiordinate the work of the 
various groups.” 


Asked if these organizations 
had brought any decrease in the 
delinquency rate. Adams said, 
! “ It's so very hard to tell. There 
are no good figures on the prob­ 
lem.” 
He explained that Marin Coun- j 


i ty sends such a low number of 
ideluiquents to the California 
Youth Authority that the county 
gets a rebate from the state. 
“ We keep our youngsters in 
the county,” he said 
He does 


say, however, that there seems 
to have been a decrease in the 
percentage of violent crimes by 
youngsters. 
Whether this is due to pro­ 
grams in the county or because 
of other factors, Adams wasn't 
able to say. 


Marijuana is a big problem 
with teen-agers, he added, and 
apparently 
youngsters 
who 
have smoked marijuana are 
more likely to go “ on a trip” 
than to do something violent. 


Adams quoted the Los Angeles 
police chief, who said that mari­ 
juana in his city was much more 
prevalent in well-to-do sections 
than in poorer ones. 
In the commission's search for 
answers in the field of juvenile 
justice, members are assigned 
to the various aspects of the 
system beginning with “ intake"

At Ignoring 


Crime Wave 


WASHINGTON (API - FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover as­ 
sailed today those who attempt 
to minimize the nation’s crime 
problem by blaming it on the 
large increase in the youthful 
population and fuller tabulations 
by police. 
He said such people ‘‘prefer 
to close their eyes and hope that 
crime, 
if 
ignored, 
will 
go 
awav.” He said those who try to 
“explain 
away 
the 
shocking 
truth behind crime statistics” 
are doomed to failure. 
Defending the FBI's crime 
statistics, Hoover, writuig in the 
Bureau’s monthly “ Law 
'en­ 
forcement 
Bulletin,” 
listed 
these comparisons: 
In 1960-67 the population in­ 
creased 10 per cent but the vol­ 
ume of serious crime rose 80 
}*r cent. 
In the same period the 10- 
17-year-old age group increased 
22 per cent, but arrests of per­ 
sons in this group for all crimi­ 
nal acts increased 72 per cent. 
“ We hear the claim that im­ 
proved police tabulating meth­ 
ods account for the rise in crime 
and that now' citizens are more 
willing to report to police,” Hoo­ 
ver said He called these suppo­ 
sitions weak 
Speaking of the FBI figures, 
he said, “agencies which update 
their reporting systems are not 
included in the national trend 
totals until they have estab­ 
lished at least two comparable 
years under their revised opera­ 
tions.” 
He said this is done “ purpose­ 
ly to avoid any paper increase 
which might result from tfic 
cliange.” 
Concerning the possibility that 
more crime now is reported to 
police, Hoover said it is general­ 
ly conceded that armed robbery 
and m urder are consistently re- 
jxjfted year after year. 
“Consequently, 
with 
minor 
fluctuations, the annual totals 
for these two crimes should re­ 
main fairly constant,” he said, 
yet in 1967 armed robbery in­ 
creased 30 per cent over the 
1‘jff figure and murder rose 12 
per cent. 
Hoover added that crime sta­ 
tistics are based only on viola­ 
tions known to police.

Measure Of Legislator: 
The Laws He Produces 


W hat makes a legislator effective? 
Is his effectiveness based on the 
sonorous phrases he uses in public ad­ 
dresses, the trauma with which lie 
views with alarm, the magnificence 
with which he points with pride? Or is 
it based cm what he gets enacted into 
law ? 
•The answer, of course, has to be the 
latter. 


THERE ARE SOME who are prune* 
to discount William T. Bagiev, who has 
been assemblyman lrom Marin an I 
southern Sonoma since ]% 0. because 
“ Bill” relumes 10 assume the pomposity 
of the typical politician. Hp is usually 
bubbling with enthusiasm. He is quick 
with the quip and the laugh, but not 
much for orotund oratory or due 
predictions. 
But he gets things done. 
During last year's l e g i s l a t i v e 
session, Bagley dropped 90 bills into 
the hopper. 


But 54 of Bagley*s bills were enact­ 
ed into law*. 
That, according to the California 
Taxpayers Association’s box score, put 
Bagley No. 1 among all assemblymen 
in the num ber of bills that became law. 
Some of them were unimportant 
bills, such as most of the 14 he in­ 
troduced at behest of the Marin Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors. But some 
were tremendously important. 


AMONG THEM WAS the one now 
known as the Bagiev Art which re- 
quires that meetings of all Mate agen­ 
cies oe open and public. This 
a 
follow-up of earlier success!ul etforts 
* bv Bagley to plug loopholes in ti.e 
Ralph M. Broun Act which had boon 
used bv local agencies to try to keep 
tne public unaware oi how its dollars 
v.ere being spent And Bagley followed 
it up this scar v.un a public records 


bill 
which 
should 
mark 
another 
milestone for freedom of information 
m California. 
Three of Eagley’s measures that 
became law last year are designed to 
combat racial discrimination in ap­ 
prenticeship training. Another created 
the California Marine and Coastal 
Resources Commission — a major con­ 
servation 
measure. 
Another 
t o 
safeguard the public prohibits non­ 
contractual conflict of interest by city 
and county officeholders. 
This year, Bagley is pushing a bail 
reform bill, a set of compensatory 
education bills, a school m lregrahon 
bill, among others. 


THESE 
ARE 
MEASURES 
o f 
substance and importance. And their 
wide range shows that Bagley is not 
riding a hobby horse lor any one class 
t r on any one subject.

And Mr. Barham has waged 
a lively and apparently well- 
financed campaign to unseat 
the four-term assem blym an 
who has little time to cam­ 
paign. 


“ It seems to me more im­ 
portant to produce legislative­ 
ly than to p o litic,” A ssem ­ 
bly man Bagley said recently, 
“ 1 have come back through the 
district as much as p o s s i b l e . 
But with the obvious limitation 
ol being currently in session

the Assembly Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, considered one ot the 
key chairmanships m the As­ 
sembly.

Last vear Mr. Bagley was 
praised by the California Tax­ 
payers Association as "one ot 
the most effective legislators 
in either house,’ According to 
the Taxpayers Association be 
had more hills <51 out ot BO) 
enacted into law and signed by 
Cov. Reagan than any other 
member ol the Assembly. 
His record within the Repub­ 
lican Party also is extensive. 
Instead ot being a “local ’ poli­ 
tician he has tried to have an 
impac t on state-wide attairs ot 
the party, he said.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Threat Of Violence Hangs 
Over Commencements 


A miasma hangs over American col­ 
lege campuses as the time for Com­ 
mencement approaches. 
In the light of recent happenings, 
one wonders whether the parades of 
graduates may be disrupted by beard­ 
ed hordes demanding that the college 
president vacate his place on the plat­ 
form, or Black Power advocates pro­ 
testing because the Commencement 
speaker is a Caucasian. 
It would not be surprising. Such a 
threat has already been voiced at San 
Francisco State College. And if they 
should do so. it would probably follow 
that the Commencement would be call­ 
ed off in deference to the protestors, 
and that the students who strove, 
studied and sometimes s k i m p e d 
toward this day would have to receive 
their diplomas by mail. For one must 
not antagonize the minorities! 


THE PRESIDENT of San Francisco 
State College flees to Africa to escape 
a campus torn by riots that followed 
his earlier yielding to the demands of a 
handful 
of 
students 
and 
faculty 
members. 
Two great private institutions, Stan­ 
ford on the West Coast and Columbia 
on the East, became scenes of violence 
in which a few students, augmented by 
hoodlums off the streets, seize college 
buildings, defy authority — and win 
their demands. 
At campus after campus across the 
nation, the pattern is repeated. It has 
become almost a ritual: the dissidents 
make impossible demands, then riot 
when they are not met. Yielding to 
violence 
and 
threats, 
the 
college 
authorities grant part of the demands. 
The regents or trustees adopt tough- 
sounding statements of policy. The

violence 
is 
renewed, 
with 
more 
demands. The statements of policy are 
forgotten, mere meaningless scraps of 
paper. Again the authorities yield. 
While the school is laid waste, they 
prate of “ dialogue/’

t h e 
demonstrators. 
When 
disciplined for it, they cry “ academic 
freedom!'’ And their s y c o p h a n t s 
among the student body riot anew in 
their 
behalf. 
All 
order 
vanishes. 
Anarchy takes over what should be the 
halls of discipline. 


THE TROUBLE-MAKING 
groups 
on campus operate under different 
names at different schools. But the 
organizing 
effort 
behind 
the 
na­ 
tionwide college anarchy has been well 
established as that of the Students for 
a Democratic Society. 
The name of this organization has as 
little to do with its aims and tactics as 
does 
academic 
freedom 
with 
the 
nonsense of the perpetual juveniles on 
faculty who support the rioters. What 
the SDS really is was shown quite 
clearly at Columbia. 
There, a huge portrait of Karl Marx 
bedecked the entrance of a classroom 
building. A red flag flew from the 
roof. Scrawled on walls was the slogan: 
“ Lenin won, Castro won, and we will 
win. too.” 
It is no idle boast. They are winning. 
So far. they have won just about every 
round. The utter helplessness of the 
men supposed to run our colleges has 
been appalling. 
What they w in, of course, is another 
matter. 
Certainly it

be 
freedom — any more than it was for 
the Russian workers who blindly 
followed Lenin.

Just as passenger planes 
have virtually eliminated the 
crack transcontinental trains 
on major railroads, so the air 
cargo plane is on its way 
toward eventual elimination of 
the refrigerated freight train, 
according to statistics from the 
bureau 
market news. 
In 1950, about 100 earlot 
equivalents 
of 
fruits 
and 
vegetables were flown east. In 
1907, this increased 22 times, 
with 2.200 earlot equivalents 
being tlown to market. And 
this year, the department ex­ 
pects 3.000 to have been ship­ 
ped by air when the season 
closes. 
In addmon, liie markets for 
California 
fresh 
fruit 
and 
vegetables are being increased 
by the air shipments. Last 
year, a few carloads went to 
England, Germany, I t a l y , 
France, and other European 
points. This year, it is expected 
the total will increase.

subdivisions is vital if we are 
to have good development and 
protect 
our 
f r a g i l e 
en­ 
vironment. 1 am aware that 
some developers resent all 
constraints, 
but 
there 
are 
others who feel that good con­ 
trols 
on 
development have 
long-run values for them 
The staff work involved in 
subdivisions i n c l u d e s ad­ 
ministrative 
and 
processing 
time, conferences with the sub­ 
divider, detailed engineeruig 
and field inspection. The time 
requirements vary with the 
size of the subdivision . .. 
In San Anselmo. the city 
engineer miorms me that the 


fees come nowhere near cover­ 
ing the city’s costs for proc­ 
essing, inspection and engi­ 
neering. 
The difference, of 
course, has to come out of 
general funds — a n o t h e r 
burden for the overloaded tax­ 
payer. By contrast, the fees 
charged by the county, as 
described in Mr, Anderson's 
article, look more realistic. 
I have referred the article to 
our mayor and city engineer 
with the suggestion that an 
upward 
revision 
of 
San 
Anselmo’s fees be considered.

WASHINGTON - In his long 
glide toward the presidential 
nomination, Richard M. Nixon 
qualifies among all the can­ 
didates of both parties as No. 1 
in the homogenize scale. His 
campaign 
rhetoric 
is 
suc­ 
cessfully 
tailored 
t o 
in­ 
corporate 
the 
fears 
and 
frustrations, of the moment 
with the gentle hint that the 
magic of the Nixon touch can 
bring unity at home and peace 
abroad. 
The broad generalities he ut­ 
ters often coincide with what 
so desperately needs to be 
done. This is true in his ap­ 
proach to the problem 
of 
Negro employment and Negro 
opportunities in the core cities. 
It’s no longer enough. Nixon 
said in the first of a series of 
radio talks, that white-owned 
enterprises 
employ 
greater 
numbers of Negroes. That is 
needed, yes. but. with it must 
go an expansion of “ black 
capitalism,” black ownership, 
black 
employers, 
b l a c k 
businesses. 
This declaration 
drew for Nixon approval from 
militant Negro leaders where 
he is weakest. 


IN THE SAME address he 
ruled out as a “ cruel delusion” 
talk of massively increasing 
the federal budget to pour ad­ 
ditional billions into the cities. 
He had publicly called for a 
spending cut of $8 billion as 
against the $6 billion that 
President Johnson insists will 
wreck 
his 
programs 
f o r 
rehabilation of the ghettos. 
Nixon did not say how black 
capitalism was to be achieved. 
Those with expert knowledge 
believe that this simply cannot 
come about without massive 
participation by the federal 
government. 
In 
appearing 
before 
the 
president’s riots commission. 
Barkeley G. Burrell, a suc- 
cessfull Negro businessman in 
Washington and president of 
the National Business League, 
testified that “ only the federal 
government” could initiate the 
essential financial support and 
cooperation. 
The 
Small 
B u s i n e s s 
Administration makes a con­ 
tribution, however minor. SBA 


says that $60,000,000 will go 
this year in 2.000 loans to 
minority citizens. These tend 
under the restrictive terms 
proposed by Congress to be 
fairly hard loans with repay­ 
ment beginning early in the 
term of the loan. They are not. 
as Burrell notes, the kind of 
equity capital he pleaded for in 
his statement to the riots com­ 
mission. 


ALL THE EVIDENCE in­ 
dicates that private capital is 
very reluctant to invest in the 
core cities. The risks are too 
great and the returns too 
small. The insurance com­ 
panies’ pooled fund of $1 billion 
is geared by tradition to a 
mortgage operation. B l a c k 
enterprisers say these massive 
investors with their huge 
resources 
are 
simply n o t 
equipped to oversee a small- 
loan operation required to in­ 
itiate black-owned businesses. 
Fundamental problems such 
as 
government 
re-insurance 
tor 
ghetto 
business 
a re 
unresolved. In Watts in Los 
Angeles, where in 1965 the fire 
struck first, in Detroit, and in 
Newark reconstruction 
has 
scarcely begun. Washington's 
Fourteenth Street, where riot­ 
ers in early April hit hardest, 
is one long facade of empty, 
boarded-up store fronts. 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, in 
his position paper on bringing 
business to the ghettos, offered 
a number of spcific proposals. 
He would provide long-term 
credit through a “ new fund ’ 
starting with $400 million a 
year. Yet his p r i n c i p a l 
reliance, too. is on private 
enterprise given tax and other 
incentives 
by 
the 
Federal 
government. 
Eugene MCarthy. Kennedy’s 
rival in California, is most con­ 
sistent in saying that only 
massive help from the federal 
government can stop the decay 
and possibly avert another out­ 
break of violence. But he does 
not say. nor do any of the can­ 
didates, how the money is to 
be found. And that “ how” 
looms large as Congress votes 
on the size of the cut in the 
budget as the price of a tax in­ 
crease.

WASHINGTON - Put a big 
circle around July 1 on your 
calendar — for it is one of the 
most important deadlines now 
facing President Johnson and 
Congress. 
That’s the date that the cen­ 
tral bankers of Europe have 
given President Johnson to ob­ 
tain passage of his 10 per cent 
surcharge tax. 
If the long-delayed tax boost 
isn’t enacted into law by then, 
these powerful 
international 
money men say they will be 
forced to start “ cashing in” 
part of their $16 b i l l i o n 
American for U.S. gold. 
This drastic financial move, 
if ever undertaken, could touch 
off a run on the dwindling U.S. 
gold reserves by p r i v a t e 
foreign holders of another $15 
billion. 
President Johnson gave this 
report 
to 
Democratic 
con­ 
gressional leaders during a re­ 
cent White House meeting at 
which he urged immediate ac­ 
tion on the combination $10 
billion tax boost and $6 billion 
expenditure cut package. 


THE K E N N E I) Y CAM­ 
PAIGN — Sen 
Robert

nedy is having a rough sled­ 
ding in his efforts to nail down 
control of delegations from his 
native New England to the 
Democratic N a t i o n a l Con­ 
vention. 
Of the 125 delegates already 
chosen 
i n 
Massachusetts, 
Maine, and New Hampshire, 
the New York senator can 
count on only 6'a first-ballot 
votes for his presidential can­ 
didacy at Chicago. 
By this time in 1960, the late 
President Kennedy, 
then 
a 
senator from Massachusetts, 
hau more than 120 first-ballot 
votes lined up in what is 
generally known as Kennedy 
country 
His Washington campaign of­ 
fice has sent Robert Kenney a 
report showing Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy, Kennedy’s primary 
sparring partner, had 93 first- 
ballot votes before the Oregon 
primary, and Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey, 19's. In ad­ 
dition, Humphrey will soon in­ 
herit six votes from President 
Johnson in New Hampshire. 
Although it is being widely 
speculated that Kennedy will 
control most of New York’s 190 


delegate votes, Kennedy's own 
private tally indicates Vice 
President Humphrey may wind 
up with as many as 60. 
According to both the Ken­ 
nedy and Humphrey soundings, 
each of the three Democratic 
hopefuls will get a share of 
delegates in Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, with the delega­ 
tions being officially unpledg­ 
ed. 


The 72 Massachusetts votes 
already are in the McCarthy 
column as a result of the 
senator’s victory in the April 
30 presidential primary as the 
only Democratic a s p i r a n t 
l i s t e d . 
U n d e r 
the 
Massachusetts 
primary 
law 
delegates are committed to 
vote for the primary winner on 
the first convention ballot. 
Although most of t h e s e 
delegates would be expected to 
switch to Kennedy on the se­ 
cond ballot, Humphrey's strong 
write-in vote in that state could 
influence these switches.

Bolinas Channel To Be Dredged 


Despite Row With Supervisors 


The 
Bolinas 
H a r b o r 
District's 
days 
may 
b e 
numbered, to judge from the 
county supervisors’ a c t i o n 
Tuesday, but meantime the 
district is going ahead with its 
extensive study and work pro­ 
grams. 
One proposed project, the 
dredging ot Bolinas Channel in 
the lagoon, may be a necessity 
if there is to be a lagoon at all. 
There seems to be a great 
gnashing ot teeth when anyone 
metions dredging the lagoon 
Residents are evidently still 
leery 
of 
the 
marina-boatel 
development plan the harbor 
district 
came 
up 
w i t h 
two years ago. 
The development plan un­ 
doubtedly loomed large in the 
board of supervisors’ vote to 
end the district's life and take 
over zoning and development 
jurisdiction. (A bill by Stale 
Sen. John F. McCarthy. R. 
Marin, to extend the district s 
life was reported out of com­ 
mittee the following day. > 
But 
the current dredging 
project is a necessity, accord­ 
ing to Norman T. Gilroy, the 
district’s planning consultant. 
Here is his case for the pro­ 
posed 
dredging, 
which 
he 
terms an emergency matter: 


HEAVY RAINS in the winter 
of 1966-67 brought extra tons of 
silt into Bolinas Lagoon. In ad­ 
dition. mudslides b l o c k e d 
Shoreline Highway, and county 
road crews cleared some of 
them by pushing the mud into 
the lagoon, adding to the sedi­ 
ment problem. 
Some channels in the lagoon 
silted up to the point of no 
return — that is. mud “ lenses' 
formed so water coming down 
later simply 
fans out 
and 
trickles slowly seaward instead 
oI moving fast enough to scour 
its own channel. 
Bolinas Channel, which runs 
between Kent Island and the 
village 
of 
Bolinas. 
w as 
particularly damaged. 
Boats 
now have trouble g e t t i n g 
through several parts of the 
channel. 
There 
are other dangers. 
With the channel silted up. 
tidal flow is cut down and 


there is less oxygentation of 
the water. This could damage 
the biological balance of the 
lagoon. 


THEN 
TH ERE 
IS 
th e 
Bolinas sewer system, which 
dumps sewage from an outtall 
line near the lagoon mouth. 
Normally this disperses in the 
ocean and the lagoon without 
causing problems. 
But with 
Bo'inas Channel slowed up. the 
sewage may become trapped 
in ponds at low tide. 
The district says dredging 
must be done before the chan­ 
nel is beyond reclaiming — 
which means this years. The 
district luckily got an offer 
from a firm with a new type of 
dredge which will do the work 
as a demonstration project, at 
a cost roughtly a fourth of the 
usual dredging rates. 


BOLINAS LOST a n o t h e r 
main channel some 25 years 
ago in the same way Bolinas 
Channel is threatened. Aerial 
photos show a large channel 
existed until 1939 across the 
center of Kent Island. It began 
silting up between 1939 and 
1942, and by 1946 it had disap­ 
peared entirely, to the detri­ 
ment of water ciruclation in 
the lagoon. 
Bolinas Channel is “ a fun­ 
damental part of the circula­ 
tion system, and to lose it 
would be catastrophic in terms 
of preservation of the lagoon,” 
Gilroy warns. 
There is concern over con­ 
servation of wildlife in the 
lagoon. The district board was 
assured 
last 
winter 
b y 
ecologist 
Joel 
F. 
Gustafson 
that 
the 
channel 
dredging 
would not disrupt the lagoon's 
balance of plant and animal 
life. Whether that will con­ 
vince 
other 
conservationists 
remains to be seen. 
Professor Gustafson a l s o 
warned 
last year that the 
lagoon was a classic case of 
the final stages of sedimen­ 
tation. What has happened to 
Bolinas Channel, if not undone, 
might speed up those final 
stages — and then it won't 
matter 
whether 
the 
harbor 
board of the supervisors is in 
charge of what's left.

PARIS (I PI >—An American 
woman tourist in Paris, seeing 
a picture of President 
and 
Mrs. Charles de Gaulle in a 
newspaper, remarked to her 
husband. “ Poor woman. I won­ 
der how she can live with that 
man!” 
The quiet little woman who 
has been first lady of France 
for the last 10 years seems 
to “live with that man" quite 
comfortably and the role she 
plays in the austere general’s 
life was more or less establish­ 
ed at their first meeting. 
They were having tea with 
friends who had arranged their 
introduction when young Capt 
De Gaulle became so excited 
talking about military affairs 
that he accidentally spilled a 
cup of tea on pretty Yvonne 
Vendroux’s dress. 
The diminutive 20-year-old, 
whose chief worry was that 
the tall captain might think she 
was too short, smiled. That 
was nearly 50 years ago and 
she has smiled ever since, 
when others frowned.

STUFF DREAMS M AD E OF 
Sporty Cars Begin With 


By ALAN JONES 


To most people. Richardson 
Bay Mud is just that stuff that 
smells so bad when the tide 
goes out. 


But to David luring, it’s a 
basic tool of his trade and the 
stuff dream s are made on. 


The dream s in this case are 


the lowslung, s c u l p t u r e d 
fiberglass car bodies which 
Loring turns out at his small 
shop at Waldo Point. 


“ It’s a cheap way to make 
things,” 
Loring said. 
* ‘ I ’ m 
surprised someone hasn’t done it 
before.” 
Car designers usually work in 
modeling clay, which used by 
the hundredweight can be ex­ 
pensive, especially for someone 
starting from scratch as Loring 
has done. 


Loring started out on the 
East Coast, where he said he 
hit on the idea of using mud in 
a dream . Next day he got 200 
pounds 
of 
mud 
from 
a 
brickyard 
and 
used 
it 
to 
resculpture a sports car he 
was working on. 


Later, he worked in Southern 
California 
for a 
repair firm 
specializing in fiberglass, learn­ 
ing 
techniques 
with 
t h e 
m aterial. He also took design 
classes at the Los Angeles Art 
Center. 
He moved to the Bay Area 
three years ago. first to Oakland 
where he took first and second 
Oakland Roadster Show, t h e 
only show car competition he 
ever entered. 


Moving to Waldo Point, he 
iound an endless supply ot 
sculpturing mud right behind 
his shop. 


Starting with a framework, he 
pats and molds the mud onto the 
fram e and then works it down 
with clay sculpture tools to get 
the ultim ate shape of lender or 
hood he wants, adding or scrap­ 
ing off mud as needed
